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BRANGWYN AND BRIDGES.* 


Mr. Brangwyn’s range, both in subject and media, is 
far too wide for his name to be linked with any one particu- 
lar kind of picture, but throughout his long and active life 
he has shown himself to be particularly attracted by 
bridges, which often constitute a prominent feature in his 
paintings, drawings 


about it for a considerable time we are uncertain whither 
it is leading us and we get no “ forrader.”’ 


“If a bridge is deficient in strength it” falls down, that is all, 
and there is no bridge left to tax our power of perception and 
judgment. . . . We are not called upon to criticise the structure 
of bridges. . . . We are called upon, however—and that most 
urgently and perfetually—to criticise form. The form of a 
bridge may be bad, 


and etchings. Once 


may be execrable, and 


before, in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Shaw 
Sparrow, Mr. Bran- 
gwyn has supplied 
illustrations and 
material for a book 
about bridges, but 
though Mr. Barman 
has also availed 
himself of Mr. 
Brangwyn’s passion 
for drawing and 
painting bridges, his 
book has quite a 
different aim from 
that of Mr. Sparrow. 
To begin with, 
though the illustra- 
tions are there and 
to many will be the 
most attractive part 
of the volume, Mr. 
Barman’s book is 
not at all about 
Brangwyn. As _ his 
sub-title indicates, 
it is a dissertation 
on esthetic philo- 
sophy based on the 
examination of one 
particular type of 
useful building. 
Mr. Barman reminds 
us that in early 
religious paintings 
the bridge was often 
“exalted into a 
symbol of profound 
and exquisite signifi- 
cance,” and in its 
constancy of purpose 
he finds the bridge 
an ideal test for 
any theory of 
esthetics : 


“ Every child knows 
what a bridge is for, 
and knows too that, 
unlike a house which 
gives warmth to the 
Englishman, coolness

the bridge will not 
suffer thereby. Its 
strength will be in no 
manner impaired. 
But we will suffer, 
our strength will be 
impaired, our human 
dignity sullied, our 
human intelligence 
bluntedand brutalised, 
if we do not take pains 
to'obey the law that 
bids discriminate 
between good and evil 
form. 


While most of us 
are” conscious of the 
gulf which lies 
between these two, 
it is not easy to 
define in precise 
terms what in form 
makes for good and 
what for evil. It is 
of course a matter 
of design, and in 
bridges, as Mr. Bar- 
man.has pointed 
out, the framework 
should engage our 
first attention. But 
at the end of his 
scholarly and_ ex- 
haustive study of 
this one subject of 
bridges, he can get 
no closer to the 
heart of the matter 
than his declaration 
that fine architecture 
“is not the result 
of4the craftsman 
touch, but of his 
thought.” 

Personally I wel- 
come declara- 
tion, for I have often 
thought that modern 
art generally is not 
so much defective 
in craftsmanship as 
deficient in thought. 
But however will-

fore, to talk about its 

form as much and to look at it as closely as we please.” 


Mr. Barman proceeds to look at bridges closely, not so 
much particular bridges—though he is often most enjoy- 
able when writing of concrete examples—as of bridges 
in general, and he talks about them at a length which 
possibly may be more pleasing to himself than to some of 
his readers.. One hesitates to say that Mr. Barman’s 
abstract bridge is a pons asinorum, but after wandering

ingly we admit that 
good bridges are the 
result of good think- 
ing plus good 
craftsmanship, he does not enable us to get over one 
considerable difficulty, namely that great artists like 
Mr. Brangwyn frequently contrive to make beautiful 
pictures out of bridges which in themselves we should most 
of us condemn as ugly. Certainly in this book—as in 
most other things—the artist has the better of the 
essayist. 

A dozen years have elapsed since the Fine Art Society 
published its official catalogue of Mr. Brangwyn’s etchings, 
and during these twelve years Mr. Brangwyn’s needle has 
been far from idle, so that to-day there is a great number 
of his plates hitherto uncatalogued. This omission is 
repaired by Mr. Gaunt’s new catalogue which gives an

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exhaustive list of Mr. Brangwyn’s etched work from his 
start as an etcher to the present year. An exact technical 
history of each plate is given together with notes of the 
proofs possessed by British and foreign museums and 
galleries. Further each plate in this collection, which 
exceeds a total of three hundred, is illustrated for purposes 
of identification. Some plates are given full pages, others 
are more reduced in

also strains of irony, pathos, humour and invective. 
Despite its occasional faults of exaggeration, of taste and 
technique, ‘‘Don Juan” displays all Byron’s poetic 
qualities in their most mature and brilliant form; and its 
scope and nature make less noticeable the lapses into slip- 
shod writing which stand out so painfully in “‘ Cain’ and 
the other blank verse dramas. A visual commentator has 

now appeared, in the 


reproduction, but 
even the smallest 
illustrations are 
clearly printed and 
will be prized not 
only by print-col- 
lectors but by the 
still larger public 
which admires, if it 
cannot possess, Mr. 
Brangwyn’s etch- 
ings. This Studio 
publication, there- 
fore, is not only 
invaluable to the 
collector of etchings, 
but with its wealth 
of illustrations it is 
a permanent monu- 
ment of the sur- 
prising richness and 
abundant energy of 
one of the greatest 
artists of our time.

works becomes in- 
creasingly evident. 
The various counts,

many _ stimulating 
qualities of Mr. John 
Austen’s art is that 
it is dynamic. One 
never knows what he 
is going to do next. 
Having coquetted 
with Beardsleyism 
for a space, he 
has deserted that 
formula and began 
to evolve one of his 
own, but varied his 
idiom slightly in each 
new work. In his 
“Rogues in Por- 
celain’’ (1924) he 
achieved adecorative 
scheme absolutely in 
accord with the deli- 
cate and charming 
artificiality of the 
lyrics in that 
anthology (which 
lyrics he chose him- 
self). He had never 
been a realist, but 
so far he showed 
no signs of conven- 
tionalising the 
human form to such 
an extent as to incur 
the censure of the 
anatomist. This 
tendency appeared 
last year in his 
‘‘Daphnis and 
Chloe ”’ and “‘ Every- 
man,” but it was 
accompanied by so 
exquisite a colour 
sense and so sure a 
feeling for rhythm 
and harmony that 
hostile criticism was 
almost disarmed. 
Yet the human form 
is in itself so beautiful 
that the instinct not

proven, in the indict- 
ment of Byron the 
-man matter now only 
in so far as they 
affect Byron the poet. With few writers has verse been 
more directly the outcome of experience; and since the 
purest poetical impulses in him were satirical and descrip- 
tive, and these impulses, aided by the circumstances of his 
life, found fullest expression in ‘‘ Don Juan,” it remains the 
most sustained, noteworthy and individual performance. 
The ottava rima, which he learnt from the Italian poets, 
Berni, Pulci and Casti (and perhaps also from Hookham 
Frere’s “‘ Whistlecraft ’’), proved an ideal instrument for 
him. It lent itself readily to his serio-comic epic method, 
and its concluding couplet became in his hands *‘ a trumpet, 
whence he blew” not only “‘ soul-animating strains” but

to distort it unduly 
in the interests 
of pattern would 
seem a sound 
one; and it is 
therefore with real satisfaction that one observes in the 
“Don Juan”’ illustrations a slightly less rigorous stylisa- 
tion. Mr. Austen has never gone so far away from the 
representative as have, for example, Paul Vera, J. E. 
Laboureur and Marie Laurencin in France. It is to be 
hoped that he never will, for he now appears to have found 
the middle way, and to have discovered how to fulfil in 
equal measure the two real functions of book illustration— 
decoration and visual interpretation. In ‘‘ Don Juan” he 
has confined himself to black-and-white, and his contrasts 
are so rich as to equal those of wood-engraving in their 
harmony with the type, while his pen work has a resiliency

Edwin Arnold’s “‘ Light of Asia’”’

thin cloud. For the benefit of those 
who have not already read it, or seen 
the film, we would say (to put it very 
baldly) that it is a study of that 
noble hero and reformer, Prince Gautama 
of India, the founder of Buddhism, which 
has existed now for twenty-four cen- 
turies. The poem is put into a Buddhist’s 
mouth for the better understanding of 
Asiatic thoughts and the Oriental point 
of view. It deals with the early life of 
Gautama just before his attainment of 
Buddhahood, while the last sections 
are given up to the teachings of the 
Buddha. The choice of an illustrator 
for this book has been a very happy 
one, for Hamzeh Carr’s coloured plates 
show a remarkable adaptability and 
grasp of the subject; while being strik- 
ing and vivid, they are full of charm 
and delicacy. Sir E. Denison Ross 
writes a most interesting Introduction, 
which admirably leads up to the poem 
itself.

Jean Auguste Dominique Ingres, born at Montauban on 
August 29th, 1780, is the supreme type of the classic 
artist, the exponent of impeccable line drawing, the painter 
whose sense of form and sense of beauty were dominated by 
the classic ideals of Greek art as interpreted by the draw- 
ings and paintings of Raphael. Curiously enough, though 
Raphael himself has not yet regained the hegemony he 
enjoved among eighteenth century artists, Ingres has 
become one of the pet darlings of the younger generation 
of artists. After studying at Toulouse, Ingres at the age 
of nineteen went to Paris with an introduction to David 
and became his favourite pupil. When he had been two 
years at the Ecole des Beaux Arts he won the Prix de 
Rome, but his departure for Italy was delayed owing to 
the disastrous condition of the French national finances. He 
reached Rome in 1806 and stayed there till 1819, marrying in 
1813. From 1820 to 1824 he was in Florence, but though 
during his long sojourn in Italy he sent pictures to the Paris 
Salon, these were by no means well received, and met with 
much hostile criticism. It was not till 1822, when he sent 
‘ The Vow of Louis XIII ”’ to the Salon, that the Parisian

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journalists ceased abusing Ingres; and then 
they did so chiefly because they had found 
another object for attack, Delacroix, whose 
““ Massacre of Scio ’’ created a sensation and 
uproar the same year. Ingres proved to be a 
good stick with which to belabour Delacroix, 
the leader of the Romanticists, and so began 
that great battle between the Classics and 
Romantics, the reverberation of which has 
hardly yet died away. Ingres himself took 
little part in the strife, and when he learnt 
the real cause of his success he refused point 
blank to contribute to any more of these 
annual exhibitions. This rule he broke only 
twice, once for a charity exhibition and once 
for the Universal Exhibition of 1855. In 
1835 he went back to Rome as Director of the 
Villa Medici and remained there till 1830. 
Then he returned definitely to France. On 
January 14th, 1867, he died. That in brief 
outline is the story of Ingres’s life as told by 
Mr. Frohlich-Bume. To illustrate Ingres 
exhaustively is impossible, for his output 
was enormous, but the eighty plates in this 
sumptuous publication may be said to repre- 
sent practically every aspect of the great 
French painter’s work as regards type. The 
volume, which Miss White has so admirably 
translated, is likely long to remain the 
standard work on the subject, and as an 
album of the work of Ingres its illustrations 
are as comprehensive as they are excellent.

A book of rare charm and artistic merit. 
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ON REPLICAS.* 


The idea of issuing replicas of first editions of famous 
books is an excellent one, and the four volumes recently 
sent out by Mr. Noel Douglas indicate that it will be 
prosecuted with taste and discrimination. In such a field 
Mr. Noel Douglas continues and even develops the useful 
work already begun by the Oxford University Press on 
somewhat similar lines: but his scheme, of necessity, 
includes neither the introductions nor the notes making the 
earlier productions so valuable. First editions—such as 
those reproduced—are always beyond the means of the 
average bookman—who frequently enough is passing rich in 
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Museum—are excellent. It is to be hoped that the pub- 
lisher’s venture will prove successful, and that it will not 
be confined exclusively to masterpieces in verse. A replica 
of the first edition of the ‘‘ Essays of Elia ’’ would form an 
intriguing complement to Keats’s “‘ Lamia, Isabella, The 
Eve of St. Agnes and other Poems ”’ of 1820. Indeed 
a contemplation of the possibilities afforded by the series 
causes the mouth to water. 

The pleasure derived from a perusal of first editions 
is not altogether a typographical pleasure. It is easier“ to 
read Shakespeare’s sonnets in a modern issue, revised and 
spelt according to the custom of our day, than it ist to 
follow them in the format now before me. Easy reading

poverty—and sometimes are incapable of purchase even by 
the American millionaire. Now, at a moderate price, the 
student may acquire a facsimile reprint of Shakespeare’s 
‘* Sonnets ’’ of 1609, or of the ‘‘ Lyrical Ballads ”’ of 1798, 
to say nothing of such lesser treasures as Donne’s “ First 
and Second Anniversaries’’ and Blake’s ‘ Poetical 
Sketches.’”’ The two latter books are of course extremely 
interesting, but the Blake quite possibly was selected 
because of certain “spiritual affinities ’’ to be traced 
between the ‘Lyrical Ballads’ and the “ Poetical 
Sketches ’’ of 1783. The volumes of the ordinary edition 
already issued look very attractive in their white binding 3 
and the photographic results—from copies in the British

is not the purpose of such volumes. Putting aside their 
usefulness, and even their necessity, as critical apparatus, 
first editions (or facsimiles, such as these) have the in- 
estimable advantage of enabling the fitting reader to 
detach himself from his time, and project himself into the 
period when the book was first issued from the press. 
Then: by realising what his reading must have been at 
that date, an interested and intelligent student can 
appreciate the reaction he would have experienced towards 
the volume in his hand. 

Take for instance the “‘ Lyrical Ballads ’’ by Wordsworth 
and Coleridge, justly considered now by all competent 
critics as one of the supreme peaks of our literature. 
Here is a book of poems, bearing no author’s name upon 
the title page, published in a provincial town, and prefaced 
by a revolutionary and singular foreword, written in the 
singular person. This book of verses would be approached 
by way of such brilliantly artificial writers as Pope; such 
respectable, but pedestrian, moralists as Johnson and 
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From Old English Drinking Glasses 
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Cowper and Crabbe: such dignified and sober stylists as 
Gray. Are we sure that under these conditions our 
critical integrity would recognise in ‘‘ The Rime of the 
Ancyent Marinere’’ a ballad comparable in magic and 
beauty with the finest of the Border Ballads; or be 
persuaded that in ‘“‘ Tintern Abbey ”’ an interpretation of 
nature was essayed richer than any previously attempted 
in poetry ? We see these things clearly now, but then ! 
Between the first and the last poems of ‘‘ Lyrical Ballads ”’ 
was included much disputable stuff—‘ The Idiot Boy,”’ for 
example. It is a horrid thought, but can we free ourselves 
from the uneasy suspicion that we—even we—might have 
sympathised with the view of ‘‘ English Bards and Scotch 
Reviewers,’’ and, like Byron, considered the poet the hero 
of his story ? Might we not have been included amongst

As a companion volume, or an introduction, nothing 
could be more illuminating for the Western reader than 
Mr. Steep’s ‘‘ Chinese Fantastics,’’ for this is a well-stored 
collection of just those racial differences which constitute 
part of the gulf between East and West. It is not merely 
that the Orientals differ from us in outward forms and 
customs ; cleavage goes deeper into emotional and mental 
processes. The Chinese are careless in measurement of 
time and distance; they are. oblivious of ‘ nerves”’; 
religion in the Western sense is unknown. For, Mr. Steep 
explains, Confucianism is an ethical system, dealing only 
with temporal affairs. Perhaps it is Chinese faith in pre- 
destination which explains why the Celestials regard 
political reform with such placid indifference, and are in no 
hurry about the development of a stable form of govern- 
ment. It is not a thing to be done in haste. Better take 
a couple of centuries. Meanwhile, there is time for the 
pigeons and fishes. Or let us fly a kite.’’ Such is the 
nature of the people whom Mr. Howell shows us—in love, 
in rivalry cr friendship.

Besides being admirably adapted for the 
immediate scholastic purpose for which it has 
been prepared, this little volume may be 
warmly commended to the general reader as 
an excellent introduction to the study of 
Browning. The poems selected are typical of 
the wide range of his work, and the critical 
apparatus is informing and judicial. A brief 
sketch of the poet’s life is followed by concise 
discussions of his views on art and music, 
nature and life; and there is a useful little 
essay on the literary forms he affected. Mr. 
Robinson finds that optimism is a dominant 
quality of Browning’s faith, and that he was 
“one of the large number of Christians 
outside the Churches’’; while he rightly insists 
that his ‘‘ genius was essentially dramatic.” 
The notes on the poems are unusually full 
and are enriched by questions which must 
help the student to get to the core of the 
poet’s message.

Few however are aware that ‘‘ Candide’ is but one 
example of the short story as utilised by Voltaire 
in his campaign against the intolerance and other 
evils of his age. That the additional fables are as 
characteristic of their author is fully demonstrated 
by this handsome volume, the contents of which 
justify Mr. Woolf in insisting upon their symbolism. 
There is the authority of Voltaire himself for a 
between-the-lines meaning, for besides the dedication 
of ‘‘ Zadig ’’ asserting that the tale ‘‘ says more than 
it seems to say,’’ does not the lively Princess 
Amaside assure the tale-telling Serpent that she 
preferred a story in which “ under the clothing of 
fable, those who use their eyes may see in it some 
subtle truth which escapes the vulgar’’ ? But these 
tales will be found enjoyable by those who have no 
penchant for esoteric meanings, and their pleasure 
will be enhanced by the Voltairean illustrations of 
Mr. Henry Keen.

finger-tips, the flopping bow; but see in Mr. Kapp’s 
drawing how those fingers, curled and sensitive, seem to be 
verily conjuring out the music, and how the curves of hair 
and tie and body express just Sir Henry’s well-rounded full 
performance! Or take the fine drawing of Arnold Dol- 
metsch, so rich with the tone of soft recorders, and Harriet 
Cohen, whose playing, like the first tang of spring before any 
sleepy warmth has crept into it, is perfectly caught in the 
artist’s lines. Of all the portrait drawings, only that of 
Rabindranath Tagore, chanting, seems not quite success- 
ful; the silence and oriental poise of the poet are perhaps 
too quiet for the pencil of Mr. Kapp. The drawings are not 
all portraits however; there are several subject-pictures 
as well, catching musical moods as various as that typified 
in the fiddler of ‘‘ Lonely Road,’’ sweeping his strings 
beneath a barren sky, or in the furious blare of ‘‘ Symphony 
Concert—Tutti.”” And each drawing is accompanied by a 
letterpress chosen most aptly, since like the drawings them- 
selves it combines a hint of satire with a more humanist 
note, from work of all times and places. Each copy of the 
work (and there are 750 copies for sale) is autographed 
by artist and author, and the whole is most tastefully 
produced. We cannot imagine a more welcome gift to a 
musical friend.

Mr. Edman, a Professor ot Philosophy at Col- 
umbia University, in his capacity of counsellor 
and friend to many of the boys who drift through 
his rooms, often has an insight into character 
and temperament seldom vouchsafed to others 
not so situated. Gifted with kindly instincts 
and a sympathetic understanding of the pitfalls 
of youth, he is admitted to the secret chambers 
of many ambitions, hopes and fears. From out 
ot his experiences he has drawn an imaginary 
figure, Richard Kane, and shows him threading 
his way through all the stages of his four years 
of university life, his twelve months in Europe, 
and later through business and marriage. It is 
an intimate picture and of peculiar interest to 
those of us on this side of the water, with its 
glimpses of college life and whole outlook so 
different from, and yet so strangely like our own. 
Europe looms large on the horizon and is looked 
upon as “‘ a graduate course, in which, by a happy 
union of a steamer ticket, a chair on the boule- 
vard and a letter of credit, you came into your 
cultural inheritance and found your soul.” 
Richard does not possess any startling brilliancy 
but is pretty representative of the increasing 
number which “‘ may contribute nota little in the 
next quarter of a century to the humanisation 
and enrichment of contemporary life.”’ 


SCIENCE FOR ALL. 
By various Authors. 6s. (Ward, Lock.) 

Science is a vast subject and this volume is 
not a slim one, in fact its bulk looks well in 
keeping with its subject. In the brief space 
allowed it would not be possible to tackle any of 
the ground covered, so we shall have to content 
ourselves with the barest outline of the scope of 
the book. The articles include ‘‘ Astronomy 
by Dr. Andrew C. Crommelin; ‘‘ Physics’”’ by 
Dr. David Owen; ‘‘ Geology,’’ by Herbert H. 
Thomas; ‘‘ Botany,” by Professor J. Montagu Drummond ;

This is Mr. Bone’s ‘ Edinburgh Revisited ”’ 
(in 1911) with considerable changes and additions 
in the text and a new set of illustrations by 
Mr. E. S. Lumsden taking the place of Mr. 
Hanslip Fletcher’s. Thus redressed and titivated 
our old acquaintance falls modishly into step 
with the author’s ‘‘ London Perambulator.’’ But 
it is still its old self. 

Except in a date or a phrase here and there (one 
glimpse of Cherubim and Seraphim shut out), the 
revisions in the text are mainly additions. These 
include a chapter on the resuscitation of the 
historic royal and social traditions of Holyrood, 
and one, of revisitation and review, which—some- 
what gallantly perhaps—resumes the ‘ Mercies ”’ 
that make Auld Reekie a desirable place to live in 
to this day. Otherwise ‘‘ The Face of Edinburgh ”’ 
is little altered after fifteen years—although 
“kinema palaces and multiple shops have laid 
ugly paws on Princes Street, and an American 
cheap bazaar with the vulgarest of facia has been 
allowed to range itself beside Robert Adam's 
Register House! (What is Mons Meg for ?).” 
“Edinburgh Windows ”’ still light up with mystery 
above the splendid vistas which new rough-cast 
banalities on.the fringes cannot spoil. There is little 
change in the Interiors of the Old Town—none, 
we are assured, in the kindness of their Figures 
to the Perambulator’s intrusions. ‘‘ The /ands 
still have a peculiar impress and flavour to give to 
the lives of the poor who now crowd in even the 
best of them.’’

Mr. Laurie, who is Professor of Chemistry to the Royal 
Academy, has written a book that will be of profound 
interest to collectors and connoisseurs as well as to those 
craftsmen in oil, water-colour, tempera and fresco ’’ for 
whom it is primarily designed. Other learned writers have 
dealt with the chemistry of pigments and media, but none 
has gone more deeply into the subject than Mr. Laurie, 
who lays greater stress than any scientist has yet done on 
the importance of the ground on which the painter begins 
his work. Most students of art are aware that “ the early 
oil pictures, like the tempera pictures, were painted on 
panels carefully coated with pure white gesso,’’ but many 
will be surprised by Mr. Laurie’s logical conclusion : 
‘‘ There can be no doubt that oil pictures painted on wood 
are much more brilliant and better preserved than pictures 
on canvas.’ The cracking of old pictures is commonly 
attributed to faulty pigments or uncertain vehicles, but 
Mr. Laurie proves that it is often the result of the canvas 
ground.

It is customary for the critic to deal 
charitably with the literary efforts of men 
famous in other walks of life. But as a 
poet Sir Ian Hamilton is well able to claim 
judgment by literary standards. He has 
considerable technical gifts and, as_ his 
dispatches and public utterances have 
often revealed, the true poet’s spirit. A 
few of his poems, including a striking one 
on Gallipoli, deal with soldiering. But 
for the most part Sir Ian’s muse is quiet, 
wistful, and at times, as in the delightful 
“ Night of Hafton,’’ which recalls his own 
childhood, singularly tender. At other 
times he indulges successfully a romantic 
vein, and both humour and wit abound in 
his work, as his dedication ‘‘ To the Devil ”’ 
will show : 


“Here, Devil, quickly take the lines

than cordial. The tales of his valet, who personated his 
august master on several occasions, the instances of babu 
language he quotes for us, the ironic paper on his “ dis- 
coveries,’’ recounting the tall tales confidently told and 
accepted about Egypt and Palestine are among the more 
overt testimonies to this sense of humour, but many of 
his descriptions glow with it as with a hidden lamp. These 
descriptions are often excellent, serious and full, a visit 
to Chitral, an account of the Indian frontiers from Gilgit 
to the Pamirs, from Kashmir to Gilgit, of Hué, the capital 
of Annam, of Buddhist monasteries in China, of Mount 
Athos and the monasteries of Metrova, of the Yosemite 
Valley—all are told with vivid circumstance, in a rich 
though hardly easy style, and Lord Curzon manages to 
interest his readers primarily because he was intensely 
interested himself.

These memoirs of a French sergeant of the Imperial 
Guard during the Russian campaign of 1812-1813 are 
sponsored in their English translation by the Hon. John 
Fortescue.

The memoirs 
themselves have a tendency to grow tedious in their detail, 
the incidents to appear too patiently and meticulously 
chronicled for the sum total of the knowledge they convey. 
Bourgogne, the son of a cloth merchant, joined the 
Light Infantry of the Imperial Guard in 1805, went through 
the Polish campaign of 1806-7, and was moved to the 
Peninsula, whence his regiment was withdrawn in March, 
1812, for the Russian campaign. From Paris the troops 
reached the Rhine, marched eastward to the Niemen, 
which they crossed towards the end of June.

Much has been written of the Royal Pavilion, 
appreciative and otherwise, but Mr. Aitchison 
certainly covers it with a fresh glamour, paints 
it in its natural colours and, by losing sight of 
its incongruous surroundings and remembering its 
part in the Great War, turns an imitation Eastern 
palace into a real Eastern palace, far exceeding 
in its sincerity the glittering extravagances of the 
Regency days. The reader goes on many voyages 
of discovery, one in particular in Meeting House 
Lane, which still gives scope for investigation, 
while others reveal remarkable links in the long 
chain of history, and make engrossing reading.

In the later Victorian era there were four wearers of 
the monocle who made it an indispensable part of their being. 


Whistler in art, Chamberlain in politics, 
Squire Bancroft in the theatre, and Henry 
Chaplin in sport. The first two used it as 
if to air their perspicacity ; the second 
pair, to lend a kind of lustre to mediocrity. 
But if Whistler and Chamberlain shone by 
reason of their undoubted powers, the other 
two bore away the palm in point of ster- 
ling character. Chaplin, in fact, had only 
one colleague worth comparing with him 
in this respect, the late Duke of Devon- 
shire, and curiously enough, they were both 
compounded in equal degree of aristocrat, 
sportsman and patriot. But whereas 
Devonshire might have excelled in many 
things if he had not been cursed with a 


_ somnolent habit, Chaplin strove for su- 


premacy over and over again, only to find 
that destiny: or something like it, was 
playing cross-purposes with him at nearly 
every turn. If only he had lived a genera- 
tion sooner, Meredith might have made 
him one of his romantics, or Mr. Hardy the 
central figure of a satire on life. 

Nor need the novelist have gone outside 
the region of fact, for Chaplin’s life had in 
it a-thread of romance running through and 
through. The early death of his parents 
left him the master of a fortune which he 
proceeded to squander like the proverbial 
gamester, on old-fashioned hospitality and 
a passion for the turf. As a result, by the 
time he reached a pinnacle of popularity 
in the circles where he most desired it, 
his patrimony and estates were gone, and 
“the Squire of Blankney ’’ was a label of 
the past. But before this, in the middle 
sixties he had gone through one of the 
most crucial ordeals a man of dignity and 
sensibility could be called on to endure.

The name of C. Romanné-James recalls an amusing 
series of articles appearing a short time ago in a well- 
known motor journal. If one is correct in assuming 
that the authorship is the same, it would seem that the 
lady who writes under this name has lost none of her power 
of graphic description. She possesses the happy quality 
of conciseness in her work; her elimination of non-essen- 
tials is a feature usually associated (quite erroneously, one 
fears) with writers of the sterner sex. O Toyo’s essay 
upon ‘“ The Honourable Mountain’’ Fuji San wins the 
Inoue Scholarship enabling the little Japanese damsel 
to pass a portion of her educational years in Europe. 
To her parents in far Nippon she writes periodical letters, 
describing life in English society as viewed through Oriental 
eyes. O Toyo’s comments upon her school-fellows and 
mistresses at an English seminary are amusingly quaint, 
and the author cleverly conveys a sense of verisimilitude 
in her interpretation of the Japanese outlook. The book 
is illustrated by Joan Woollcombe who deserves a word of 
praise for catching more than a hint of the Japanese manner 
in numerous excellent illustrations.

Of Fritton Decoy, for example, 
he says that “ the ‘ Lady of the Lake’ 
might as well have been inspired by 
this scenery as by that north of the 
Tweed’’; and if anyone thinks Mr. 
Maxwell exaggerates, let him go and see 
Fritton’s lovely sheet of water for him- 
self, as the present reviewer did but the 
other day. Such grandeur is of course 
rare in Suffolk. But even where he found 
nothing “‘ particularly striking,’’ Mr. Max- 
well discovered ‘‘ a subtle quality in the 
scenery, a quality that led me from 
point to point in anticipation of some- 
thing indefinable.”’ This ‘‘ something 
indefinable’’’ emanates partly from the 
unsurpassed pastoral peace of this least 
known of English counties ; partly from 
its antiquity, reflected in numberless 
picturesque villages and little river-side 
towns, with their ‘‘ enormous churches ”’ ; 
and partly from the atmospheric effects 
that go with spacious skies and long 
horizons. All these things are captured 
to perfection in Mr. Maxwell’s many 
coloured and line illustrations which are 
so alive that they not merely delight the 
eye, but bring the very breath of the 
East Anglian air into one’s lungs. As a 
serious introduction to Suffolk, on the 
other hand, the letterpress—made up of 
discursive and light-hearted essays con- 
tributed to various journals—has little 
value, though it is only fair to add that 
it makes very pleasant reading.

Mr. Weigall must have 
dispelled by now the last 
lingering impressions in the 
public mind that archeology 
is a dryasdust pursuit in- 
dulged in solely by pedants. 
This latest book (previously 
published serially in the Daily 
Mail) giving accounts of 
Roman activities in our own 
country, though written in a 
manner restrained and direct, 
carries with it very literally 
the breath of Romance. 
There is no obvious playing 
for effect. The author places 
facts before the reader in 
what seems at times almost a 
bald manner, yet he achieves 
a poignancy which no mere 
embroidery could impart. 
He quotes an_ inscription 
upon a tile, or an epitaph 
from an ancient cinerary urn, 
with perhaps some brief pass- 
ing comment; at once the 
whole human significance 
of the thing rises before 
the reader’s mind. The 
inhabitants of Britain who 
resisted the Roman in- 
vasion are shown not as 
a horde of ignorant 
Savages as many of us 
have vaguely believed, but 
as very worthy opponents 
of their cultured invaders. 
Their civilisation was 
already in a high state. 
The fresh ‘‘ modern note 
that Weigall main- 
tains throughout gives the 
book, which is profusely 
illustrated, a vivid, 
almost contemporatry 
atmosphere.

The result is that the reader 
is not allowed to pick and to choose, but must read steadily 
on and take the goods with which the author supplies him 
in the author’s own order. This is perhaps the best way of 
reading ‘‘ My Reminiscences ”’ which, eminently quotable as 
they are of stories of Cecil Rhodes, Dr. Jameson, Merriman, 
Hofmeyr and de Villiers, 
are mainly remarkable 
as affording a _ sixty 
years’ retrospect of 
South African history 
taken bya public 
servant who has dis- 
tinguished himself 
equally in the Civil 
Service, at the Bar, in 
the Cabinet and on the 
Bench, and who in all 
these capacities has 
recognised the bounden 
necessity of maintaining 
a concordat between 
the British and the 
Dutch. Appearing as it 
does concurrently with 
the assembling of the 
Dominions Prime Minis- 
ters in London, this 
book should command 
the attention of all who 
take long views of the 
sub-continent forwards 
as well as backwards. 
Mr. Sampson takes 
such long views. Of 
Cecil Rhodes the author 
tells several excellent 
stories. One of these 
is rather amazing. 
Determined to boom 
his Kimberley holding, 
Rhodes decided to lay 
out a first-rate 
cemetery, which was 
duly fenced in and 
planted with trees.

A full and fascinating book. Part I deals with the 
history of the Metropolitan Police, roughly from 1800, 
though it glances back to Fielding the novelist, who as a 
magistrate in the mid-eighteenth century saw clearly the 
urgent need to organise a police; and to Fielding’s blind 
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half-brother, Sir John, who succeeded him at Bow Street, 
and created the Bow Street Runners. Then follows the 
birth of ‘‘ the force,’’ not before it was due (in 1800 there 
were eight thousand receivers in London and fifty mints !), 
and its long struggle to establish a prestige in the teeth 
of two forms of public opposition—first the suspicion that 
the liberty of the subject might be infringed, secondly the 
conviction that a police force was bound to be corrupt. 
To maintain and increase its public credit has been a 
constant aim of the force, and the chief test of its successive 
Commissioners, whose work is here described and assessed. 
When one learns that as late as 1924 the policeman’s pay 
was still that of an un- 
skilled labourer, one can 
only marvel at his self- 
restraint and esprit de 
corps. Part II deals 
with modern organis- 
ation, training and 
methods, mainly in the 
detective branch. 
Some specific crimes 
are given — Crippen’s, 
the Sidney Street affair, 
the Tottenham man- 
hunt —and the police 
procedure explained. 
There are also fascin- 
ating general passages 
on identification (by 
fingerprint and other- 
wise), On shadowing, 
on communications, 
and on the science of 
accurate description.

Besides dealing broadly with the theory and history of 
ethnology and its relation to other sciences, the work 
teems with examples which make it as interesting to the 
intelligent man-in-the-street as to those who are making 
a special study of the subject. Primitive man is shown in 
all the activities of his daily life, in work and play, in his 
relations with his fellows and in his gropings after religious 
and artistic expression. A fairly full bibliography of the 
more important books on the subject is provided, as well 
as a good index and a large number of illustrations. The 
translation of the work was a task eminently worth under- 
taking, and Mr. Alexander K. Dallas has performed it 
admirably. Taking the accuracy of the rendering for 
granted, it remains but to say that the work reads like an 
original.

““Vagabonds All”’ is quite above the 
ordinary level of popular criminal bio- 
graphy. This is partly due to a certain 
zest and gusto with which Judge Parry 
sets about his task of delineating his 
types, which include one official vagabond, 
the comedian, mimic and _ playwright, 
Samuel Foote, and partly to the fact that 
His Honour always allows the barrister in 
him to come to the assistance of the 
author and examines all his cases from a 
professional point of view. Two of these 
eleven cases, those of Arthur Orton, the 
Tichborne claimant, and of Mary Anne 
Clarke, the Duke of York’s mistress, he 
treats far too summarily, giving no account 
on the one hand of Coleridge’s famous 
cross-examination of the butcher, or on 
the other of the career of Mary Anne 
between 1797 and 1804. He makes a 
strange slip too when he describes Samuel 
Whitbread, who was as good a churchman 
as Henry Thrale as ‘“ the Nonconformist 
brewer.’ He is seen to greatest advantage 
perhaps in his lives of Daniel Dunglass 
Hume—Browning’s Sludge the Medium ”’ 
—and of Bampfylde Moore Carew, the 
gentleman mendicant. The tale in these 
instances is told with such spirit and with 
such a wealth of acute comment that one 
reader at any rate could not refrain from 
wishing that Judge Parry had limited 
himself to half a dozen persons and had 
portrayed them in an ample narrative. 
But, as has been already said, ‘‘ Vagabonds 
All,” abbreviated as they are, make ex- 
cellent reading. The by-ways of crime 
have seldom been more happily exploited.

In this well-planned volume the honorary secretary of 
the Royal Aeronautical Society gives a short history of 
the aeroplane from its early days, recounting the efforts 
and attempts that advanced the prospects and possibilities 
of flying until the wonderful day, December 17th, 1903, 
when the Wright brothers rose into the air with a power- 
driven machine, and man had at last and definitely 
mastered the art and craft of flying. Captain Pritchard 
gives a very clear narrative of all the early feats of the 
first flyers, the Channel crossings, the London to Manchester 
flight, the tests of speed, endurance in the air, the races 
that helped progress until 1914, and then the Great War 
made aviation terribly important and brought the machines 
and the men to a power and efficiency that not a score 
of years could have achieved in peace. He shows clearly 
the theory of flight, and the practical methods of over- 
coming its problems, describes engines and aeroplanes of 
every variety, with their peculiarities, and expounds all 
the manifold activities that go to maintaining air naviga- 
tion. Very thrilling are the records of great flights, the 
attempt of Hawker and Grieve to cross the Atlantic— 
a noble failure, the success of Alcock-Whitten, the American 
world circuit, and Sir Alan Cobham’s splendid journey- 
ings.

CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLES. 


By Sir E. A. BupcE, M.A., 
Litt.D. 10s. 6d. (R.1.S.) 


In this volume the author deals with 
one small branch of archeology giving 
it a popular, but none the less exact, 
interpretation. The volume is divided 
into two parts, the second consisting 
of a series of records copied from the 
better known of the ancient Egyptian 
obelisks, and giving a translation, line 
by line, into modern English. In the 
first part of the book we have a discourse 
on the origin and meaning of obelisks 
in general, together with records of the 
actual history of particular obelisks, 
including the story of Cleopatra’s Needle 
on the Thames Embankment. With 
regard to the later development of the 
tall obelisks, the author disputes the 
common suggestion that the pyramid 
was mounted on a long shaft, the latter 
part being architectural rather than 
religious. He argues that the obelisk 
as a whole had a religious significance 
of its own apart from that of the Ben- 
stone, and developed from the very 
ancient small obelisks set at the doors 
of temples and shrines. The evidence 


is not altogether conclusive. None the less in the develop- 
ment of his argument, and throughout the book, the author
